Rescuers, Smashing Their.Way 
‘Through Ice, Are Delayed 
by the Darkness. 


Sixty men danced.and sang to keep 
warm in the gray darkness just be- 
fore the dawn yesterday on the West 
Winety-sixth Street pier, hoping that 
across the cold Hudson River, dotted 
with ice cakes, work ,.waited for them. 
Twenty minutes later at least thirty of 
them had. been arovned, twenty-seven 
trapped in the submerged cabin of 
the launch Linseed King, which was 
to have taken them to the plant of 
Spencer: Kellogg & Sons at Edgewater, 
N. J. . Others were clinging feebly to 
ice: cakes.or to the hand rails of the 
launch, praying for rescue delayed by 

darkness and ice, . . 
Many of them were Negroes, some

Comparative warmth of the cabin. 
Thén disaster overtook them—the boat 
careened and filled, and when the 
rescuing tugs had picked up all those 
in sight in the river or clinging to the 
launch, low in the water, the aban-

light.

It was 
almost invisible in the gray, 
And from it there was no sound, but 
twenty-seven dead men 
against the aft hatch, the water freez- 
ing on the edges of their clothing. 


Captain of Boat Arrested. 


John Rohweder of 655 Palisade Ave- 
mue, Jersey City, operator of the 
launch, was arrested last night on a 
charge of homicide and .placed. under 
guard in the Knickerbocker Hospital. | 

Just what caused the accident no- 
moor seemed able to determine yester- 

day. Some survivors said that the 


launch struck a huge cake of ice and 


stove a hole in her bow through which 
water poured. But the police were 
not able to find a hole in the boat. 
Others said that the boat was shoved 
over on her side by ramming an ice 
cake and filled: But when all the 
stories were put together it ed 
that the heavily loaded boat—she was 
only 42 feet long, and there were at 
least sixty’ men aboard—careened 
against an ice cake, and the men in- 
side; rushing to the higher side to 
right her, forced her over until she 
filled with water. 

The tragedy was swift, almost con- 
cealed by darkness from those on 
shore. Indeed, one ship passed 
within a few hundred feet, while men 
splashed in the water helplessly, with- 
out seeing what had happened. Two 
quick blasts on the launch’s whistle 
as she settled in the water drew the 
attention of tugs on the New Jersey 
shore, or the freezing river water 


would have claimed every man aboard. 


There were more than 100 men on 
the Ninety-sixth Street pier when the 
launch drew alongside at about 6:30 
o'clock for her first load. Rohweder 
was captain, engineer, crew and every- 
thing else: When he reached the pier

COUNTER CHARGES MADE 


tnternational Union Is Accused of 
Long Having Ite Eyes on 
Local’s $268,000. 


Charges that Richard L. O'Hara, 
President of Hlectrical Workers Union, 
- Zoocal 8 and sixteen officers, business 
agents and members were engaged ‘“‘in 
@. concerted movement’ to “loot the 
treasury” of $268,000 after having been 
notified to appear for trial at the In- 
ternational Union of Electrical*Work- 
ers in Washington on charges of 
bribery and accepting gratuities from 
employers, were made yesterday in an 
affidavit filed in the Supreme Court by 
Julius V. Timko, a member of the local 
union. The seventeen men, it is 
alleged, accepted money from non- 
union contractors, permitting non- 
union men to work in union shops. 

The defendants are scheduled to ap- 
pear in Special Term, Part One, of the 
Supreme Court, this morning to show 
cause why they shoulda not be per- 
manently restrained from using the 

moneys of the union to pay their ex- 
penses in connection with their de- 
fense in another action. 

Several weeks ago President O’Hara

rnesas of the stream, with ice crunching 

under the bow. 

One of them shivered with appre- 
hension and said, “We ain’t goin’ ‘to 
get to the other side, no, sir,” and 
gazed ahead. Another laughed at him, 
and told him to “torget it.” But 
others told later of a feeling of sus- 
pense, of uneasiness among the packed 
men in the, narrow cabin, as the boat 
reeled her way from the edge of one 
ice cake to another. And then came 
a heavier jar, as the boat hit a cake 
of ice. It careened far over, and with 
warning shouts the men inside rushed 
to the upper side of the boat. In a 
moment, it seemed, the lower rail had 
slipped below the water’s edge and the 
freezing stream poured into the cabin. 


Rush for the One Exit. 


There was a rush for the deck, to 
which ‘only one small hatch—some- 
thing like a door with a slide over it— 
gave passage. Those nearest it forced 
their way through, to find themselves 
almost instantly overboard in the icy 
water, or clinging to a light rail that 
ran‘around the cabin top. Those in- 
side jammed against the entrance, 
making it impossible for any to get 
out, and they stuck there.’ There v 
a few shouts, a few feeble effo to 
break out, and then as the water crept 
higher there was no sound from in- 
side except the splash of water slap- 
Ping back and forth. 

A few men who fell or jumped into 
the river managed to reach large ice 
cakes, and tried to creep out on them. 
Some were fortunate enough to reach 
a projection of ice but others could do 
no more than’ cling to the edges and 
caji for help. Two slipped off, weak- 
ened by the cold. Their bodies were 
picked up later. But by far the larger 
number of those rescued clung to the 
waterlogged launch as it drifted up 
stream. 

Captain Rohweider had pulled twice 
on his whistle cord as his boat sank, 
and then jumped through a window 
in his pilot house, from which he also 
controlled the motor. He clung to the 
side of the boat with the others, look- 
ing anxiously toward the New Jersey 
shore, where he had seen some tugs. 
These were the tugs Buffalo, of. the 
Bronx Transit Corporation, and Cor- 


nell. 
Tug Goes to Rescue. 


The Buffalo had just started out 
from the Erie docks with a coal barge 
when Captain Ralph Timmons saw the 
sunken launch with men near by .id- 
ing the ice cakes. He shoved the barge 
back to the dock and, casting loose 
from her, hurried to the rescue, his 
werful craft smashing through the 
live floes. Just below the Spencer Kel- 
logg plant was the Swedish freighter 
Tesarius waiting for some of the men 
of the launch, stevedores, to come and 
unload her. Through the half light 
Mate Tryjve Andressen saw the launch 
and ordered a lifeboat over. Into it 
tumbled half a dozen men, who ley to 
che oars harder than they ever did in 
their lives, one man standing in the 
bow with a — shoving aside 
the ice cakes 

Captain Timmons and the crew of 
the lifeboat worked as fast as it was 
possible for men to work after they 
saw the plight: of the men in mid- 
stream, but it was nearly half an hour 
before they drew alongside and began 
to pick up the half frozen survivors. 
Strong arms reached over, the oe and 
hauled them up, members of the tug’s 
crew jumped nimbly to ice cakes and 
lifted up weakened men so that they 
might be grasped by those above. 
They were carried — to the engine 
rvom and to the galley, where the 
cook poured out huge cups of hot cof- 
fee for them and men rubbed their 
arms end legs and bundled them in 
werm blankets, while the tug made full 
speed for the 125th Street Recreation 

er. 

Others, Adrift, Picked Up. 


The Cornell had also picked up a few, 
and so had the lifeboat. Captain Asa 
D. Gutman.of the steamboat William 
N. Bavier ordered a boat over and

bodies. Lines were made fast and the 
launch was towed to a bulkhead at 
254th Street. 


Dead Huddled in Cabin. 


The policemen and firemen tried at 
first to nose it into the shore, but 
could not do so because of the ice.. So 
they turned it about, lifted the stern 
as much as possible, and by means of 
hand lines hauled it ashore until it 
grounded. With axes they quickly 
chopped a hole in the top of the cabin 
and it was all too evident that the 
accident had been much worse than 
any one had at first supposed. For 
inside the hatch men were piled in a 
tight heap, where they had forced 


themselves, fighting for the air and 
the opening just over their heads. One 
man was half way through a tiny win- 
dow at the side, where under ordinary 
circumstances he could not possibly 
have wriggled. 

The firemen and policemen, regard- 
ler of the fact that they splashed 
about in water at times up to their 
knees, and some of them wearing 
arctics, and not boots, went furiously 
at their work of releasing the bodies. 
Some jumped down to the door of the 
cabin and lifted out as many bodies 
as they could reach. Then, with boat 
hooks, they fished in the water for 
other victims. 

At the city morgue are thirty bodies, 
those of nine negroes and twenty-one 
white men. 

As the bodies were taken ashore 
they were searched for some means of 
identification and laid in a huge semi- 
circle. The Rev. T. J. Doyle and the 
Rev... P. J; C of St. Michael’s 
Church in Rive e arrived while this 
was going on and helped the police. 


Anxious Relatives at. Pier. 


In the meantime Captain Archibald

CROP VALUES LESS 
BY $1,148,008,000 


Decline From Last Year Is Due 
Principally to Lower Prices, 
Especially on Cotton. 








WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (.-—A 
slump of $1,148,008,000 in the value of 
the country’s important farm crops 
this year, as compared with last year, 
was shown today by. the Department 
of Agriculture’s December estimates. 
The decline was due principally to 
lower prices of most farm products, 
rather than ta@ decreased production, 
although production of many crops 
was below last year.. More than half 


of the decline was on account of the} 


low price of cotton. 

The principal crops, based_on Dec. 
1 farm prices, were valued at $7,801,- 
313,000 for this year. Revised esti- 
mates of last ——— crops placed their 
value at’ $8,949,321,000. 

Cotton, dethroned as king last year 
by corn, failed to regain its crown 
this year, despite record production. 
The drop in total crop value due to 
cotton was $581,324,000, cotton’s total 
value this year he in, Fu eres at $1,016,- 
346,000, as com $1,597, 670,- 
000 last year. - This —* crop is 
more than 2,500,000 bales larger than 
last year’s. - 

There was a decline of $263,331,000 
in the corn crop’s value as com 
with last year. Value of the present 
corn harvest is placed at $1,703,430,000. 
while last year’s was $1,966,761,000. 

Wheat was one of the crops showing 
larger production and greater total 
value. This year’s crop is valued at 
$997,589,000, compared with $957,907,- 
000 for last year.

The burglars did not even enjoy 
the scant proceeds of the theft they 
obtained. They were afraid to spend

Stolen Jewels Valued. at $2,700,000. 


PARIS, Dec. 20 (#).~The thieves who 
stole the grand Condé diamond pene- 
trated the chateau at Chantilly by 


crossing the moat with a forty-foot 
ladder, scaling the Gem Tower and en- 
tering through a window. The Grand 
Condé, a rose-colored ‘heart-shaped 
stone almost an inch long and more 
than a half inch wide, is valued at 
more than $2,000,000. It is named for 
the Prince de Condé, the most noted 
ef its ancient owners. | 

In addition to the Grand Condé the 
thieves took a diamond-studded dagger 
which formerly belonge to the Arab 
Chief Abd-el-Kadir, another  be- 
gemmed one which was once the 
property of the Bey of Tunis, several 
art objects in gold, miniatures and 
other things. The total value of the 
loot was placed at about $2,700,000. - 

The chateau and its contents were 
presented to the French Government 
as a museum by the Duc. d’Aumale, 
who died in 1897. .

Reports on Recent Agitation. 

THE HAGUE, Dec. 20 (4).—Fears of 
a Bolshevist menace to Dutch sover- 
eignty in Queen §Wilhelmina’s Far 
Eastern dominions have been allayed 
to some extent by Dr. Kirk Fock, for- 
mer Governor General of the Dutch 
East Indies. Dr. Fock recently re- 
turned from Batavia, being succeeded 
by Jonhkeer A. C. D. de Graeff, for- 
merly Minister to Washington. 

The Javanese, said Dr. Fock, are 
perhaps the most docile race under 








‘the sun, and have no understanding 


of Communist doctrines, but will listen 
to agitators who promise them free 
rice fields and no taxation. 

Religious fanaticism, diametrically 
opposite to communism, was men- 
tioned by Dr. Fock as an important 
factor, and he pointed out that in Ban- 
tam, West Java, where the trouble 
was most acute, Mohammedanism is 
very strong.

‘Many reasons is particularly dear to 


us,”’ says Pius, “has experienced its 
storms: First, there was the storm of 
indignation and horror at the mad at- 


tempt against the life of the man who 
with such exemplary energy governs 
the fate of the country as to make us 
believe that Italy herself is in danger 
whenever he is endangered. The al- 
most visible intervention of Divine 
Providence caused this first storm to 
be followed almost immediately by a 
regular cyclone of jubilation of con- 
gratulations, of thanksgiving for his 
escape and for the perfect, indeed por- 
tentous, invulnerability of the intended 
victim. 

“As we were among the first to hear 
of the terrible danger he had run and 
so happily escaped, so our thanks were 
certainly among the first to be raised 
to the God of Life and Death, who from 
on high governs all, both peoples and 
individuals. 

“But while we, and with us the 
Bishops, priests and all good Catholics, 
turned to God in thanks and in prayer 
for protection of the man whose life 
they recognized as precious to all, an- 


other storm broke over the country. 


Neither the sanctity of churches nor 
the venerable dignity of Bishops, nor 
the sacred character of priests was 
spared. Blind hate caused good Cath- 
olics to be treated like enemies of law 
and order. With wicked cunning the 
best and most fervent Catholics were 
singled out for the harshest treat- 
ment,”’ 

Now, Pius continues, this storm also 
may be considered to have passed. But 
he adds that when a storm passes over 
a field of ripe corn the damage is all 
the more terrible and deplorable the 
more promising the crop was. 

‘We know that precise and severe 
instructions have been issued efficient- 


‘ ly to prevent and repress and severe- 


ly to punish all violence. We are glad 
of this and are comforted by these wise 
measures of the Government, as also 
we are comforted by the just satisfac- 
tion given to the injured pastors and 
faithful to whom they were due and 
who sorely needed them lest they lose 
all faith in the right of might, in the 
severity of law and in the good-will 
of their governors. . 

“Our confidence, however, is not yet 
either full or sure. This we say espe- 


cially with reference to religious inter- 
ests which are recognized to be, as in- 
deed they are, one of the supreme in- 
terests of our people. A dark threat 
seems to hover and hang suspended 
over our ‘Catholic action’ organizations, 
which are the apple of our eye. We 
again see a conception of a State mak- 
ing headway which is not a Catholic 
conception because it makes the State 
an end unto itself and citizens mere 
Means to that end, absorbing and 
monopolizing everything. 

“A regular dualism of powers and of 
functions in the provinces makes men 
who under different banners and un- 
der different names remain the same 
sectarians of yesterday, the same 
enemies of society and religion; makes 
these men, we say, the arbiters and 


‘executors of orders which are, we ad- 


mit, good and providential in them- 
selves. It seems to us to be irreconcil- 
able with official demonstrations of re- 
ligiousness to treat holy ministers in a 
way which is totally unfitting to their 
ress and their character, often despite 
the intervention of the Bishops.

at me. Then I heard a voice say, 
‘They have killed: your son’. I saw it 
wa3 Ignazio. I threw myself upon 
his body and tried to raise him up.

PRIMARIES PHILADELPHIA STYLE. 

Detestation of the methods by which 
Senatori@ nominations have been lost 
jand won in Pennsylvania and Illinois 
snould not blind us to the underlying 
hypocrisy of much of the indignation 
displayed in the ‘most august assem-~- 
blage on earth. Men who have made 
an improper or corrupt use of oppor- 
tunities or necessities created by the 
primary system itself are denounced. 
This is safe and popular. The direct 
primary, the begetter of the evils com- 
plained of, is defended by many of the 
persons who are most wrought up by 
the ghamelessness to which it has 
given rise: At the dinner of the 
Pennsylvania Society Vice President 
Dawes, who can afford to have opin- 
ions, renewed his assault upon the 
direct primary. 

There was no —— in his 
description of the primary system as 
“responsible for an enormous and im- 
“proper use of money in contests 
“under it’? and as “steadily tending 
to debauch the electorate.” On the 
other hand, former Governor SPROUL’s 
ccmparison of comparative primary 
expenditures in a very small State and 
in a very large one would be apt, if 
only “legitimate” costs were looked 
at. The pay of those hired armies 
‘of Pennsylvania “ watchers” is. out 
of that category. What Mr. Sprovuu 
foresees, if the blessed primary is con- 
tinued, has already occurred in his 
State and Illinois. “Our offices” are 
there “the playthings of wealthy ad- 
“venturers or the prey of designing 
“men. and cliques who would exploit 
“the public funds and franchises.” 

These racing millionaires must lose 
their prize; but the game will go on, 
more quietly, probably, for a time, so 
long as the direct primary which in- 
evitably fosters it is allowed to last in 
great and rich States. Mr. Sprout 
was born in Lancaster County, Pa. He 
held office of one kind and another 
for twenty-eight years. He has un- 
consciously acquired something of the 
Pennsylvania local color. How affect- 
ing is his impression of the Philadel- 
phia Republican machine, “‘ more per- 
sonal and intimate than others,”’ more 
“kindly,” followed loyally and “ enor- 
mously effective.” ‘The “zero” pre- 
circts merely show that “the people 
are all of one mind politically.” He 
might have adduced Ward, Thirteen, 
where the returns have been the same 
for twenty years. In the twenty 
“river wards” the result is foretold 
by the leaders with mathematical 
exactness. 

“The old man wants a big vote; give 
it to him.” Such is the word sent to 
the leaders. It is only necessary to 
agree upon the definition of “big.” 
The political “kindness” may be 
judged from the fact that one in- 
vincible ward leader feefs half a block 
of people in Winter, and friends in 
jail are carefully looked after, as are 
the sick. How did Prncnor get six 
votes in the Fourth Ward and. Pep- 
Per forty-five and VarE only 4,500? 
A number of voters must have 
been ungrateful for “ kindness.” For- 
tunately, one considerable’ class of 
citizens can always be depended upon 
and costs nothing. The “phantom” 
voter, the Philadelphia Mrs. Harris, 
exists only for registration and elec- 
tion purposes—a brilliant invention of

The 
pilots were &4mong the best fliers in 
the Army Air Service, and four planes 
were used. Competent officers were 
sent ahead by the War Department to 
arrange for landings, substitute parts, 
and supplies of gasoline and ‘lubricat- 
ing oil. Success was assured if the 
planes stood the wear and tear, for 
nothing in the itinerary was left to 
chance. Weather was carefully studied 
so that violent storms would probably 
be avoided. After it was over the 
United. States Army led all the na- 
tions in continuous flying. No around- 
the-world flight has been attempted 
since. The purpose admittedly was 
to stimulate aviation in the United 
States, ‘but the army pilots could be 
hailed as pioneers of commerce, al- 
though it might be years before their 
lead was followed. The Pan-American 
flight, which will probably begin te- 
day, is to be in no sense a “sporting 
event,’? 

At a luncheon given to Major 
DaRGUE and his companions in Wash, 
ington, Secretary Keizioca said that 
“the primary and fundamental object 
of the flight’’ would be the taking of 
“a cordial message of friendship and 
“good-will from the Government .and 
“people of the United States to the 
“Governments and peoples of all the 
“ American nations.’’” That would be 
the political aspect. It was hoped that 
commercial aviation. would be pro- 
moted in the other Americas by the 
visits to principal seaports of our 
army pilots. Mr. Ke.iocae dwelt upon 
this feature. The Central and South 
Americans would be shown how their 
cities could be linked by commercial 
services and much time saved in dis- 
tribution of passengers and mail and 
express matter. He even talked of 
“opening to development and com- 
“merce vast regions as yet uneéx- 
“ plored or at least sparsely inhabited.” 
Finally, there was the gain of becom- 
ing better acquainted. “ When our na- 
tions,”’ he said, “‘ exchange more visits 
“they will acquire a better under- 
“standing of each other.” The same 
note was struck in a speech made at

THE. UPSET IN LITHUANIA. 

With a population of only two mil- 
lions, the Republic of Lithuania is big 
enough to contain landowners, cleri- 
cals, peasants well-to-do and poor, 
moderate Socialists, Communists and 
non-partisans. The military stroke by 
which former President Smprona has 
installed himself in power is inter- 
preted by observers outside of the 
country. as a victory for the conserva- 
tive elements. The ousted Government 
came into power last Spring as the 
result of an election in which. the rul- 
ing combination of clericals and land- 
owners was beaten. Lithuania has 
been behind her neighbors Latvia and 
Esthonia in carrying out a program 
of land reform.

SCHOOL COSTS. 
Coincidently with the report of the 
National Industrial Conference Board, 
showing the great increase in the ex- 
penditure for public elementary and 


statement put forth by the Research 
Division of the National Education 
Association under the title, “Can 
America Afford Education?” It ex- 
hibits not the increase-in this quarter 
century, but the percentage of current 
income by States expended for educa- 
tion in all grades, public and private. 
The off-hand inference which the 
reader makes from the comparisons 
of the first report is that the in- 
crease from 1900 to 1924, which is 
stated to be 747 per cent. per capita, 
being out of all proportion to the in- 
creased cost of living, has been ex- 
travagant. It appears, however, upon 
further analysis that when the les- 
sened purchasing power of the dollar 
is taken into consideration, the in- 
crease is not 747 per cent. but about 
200 per cent. 

There are no statistics to indicate to 
what this increase is due. Only in a 
general way are the probable items 


and so in the number of pupils has 
been taken into account; but the rela- 
tive numbérs in the lower and higher 
grades are not shown.

CORPORATION TAX REVISION. 


Present Levy Is Held to Be Out of 
Line With Personal Rates. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

If the tax problem were to be ap- 
proached by Congress from a strictly 
non-partisan and business standpoint a 
readjustment by downward revision of 
the corporation income tax would be 
the first move. 

There is no justification in logic or fi- 
nance for the corporation tax as it now 
stands, whatever could be said for it as 
part of our original income tax system. 
What I mean is that the reduction of 
surtaxes, increase of exemptions and |} 
lowering of rates on personal returns, 
while the rate on corporation income 
was actually increased, have produced 
a condition of disproportion that is not 
only unjust but cannot ~ to _— 
economic evils. 

No matter how —5 be con- 
sidered, the taxes they pay come out 
of individual pockets. Payment diréct 
ty corporations instead of by the stock, 
holders themselves was at the outset 
merely a fiscal device for getting the 
money into the Treasury with more 
epeed and certainty and less expense. 
“Collection at the source’ it was 
called. But it is still essentially a tax 
on individual income to the extent it is 
not shifted to the public as the cus- 
tomers of the corporation. This form 
of taxgathering was of comparatively 
little consequence so long as the 
rates on individual and on corporate 


incomes were approximately the same. 
But when the income of the individual 
derived through a.corporation is taxed 
13 per cent., whereas if derived from a 
partnership or personal business it is 
taxed not. over 4 or 5 per cent., the 
difference is altogether excessive. And 
when this disparity is further height- 
ened by exemptions, offsets for earned 
incomes, and progressive rates that are 
not extended to corporations, the dis- 
crimination is less defensible, and its 
nischief is already being reflected in 
the perverted and dangerous financial 
etructures. which many big corpora- 
tions are building to get awey from 
the burden. 

It is, moreover, particularly hard on 





andthe small shareholders of large 
corporations, since they are called on 
to pa > fee taxes so much heavier than they 
would pay on personal income in the 
same amount. The wider spread of cor- 
porate shareholding among investors 
generally, and especially employe own- 
ership, is urged on all sides as a much- 
desired consummation, and then’ this 
undeserved fine is imposed by taxa- 

tion that almost blocks it,

He Insists That Ald to France Now 
Would Be to Our Own Interest. 


Irving T. Bush, Président of the 
Bush Terminal Company, who, in a 
letter to Vice President Dawes, urged 
private American loans to France at 
an early date, and drew a reply from 
Secretary Mellon that the suggestion 
“served no other purpose than.to make 
the war debt situation more difficult,”’ 
made a formal statement yesterday

“My suggestion has nothing to do 
with the French debt,’’ said Mr. Bush. 
“I do not believe in cancellation. The 
terms of the Mellon-Béranger agree- 
ment are generous to France. I sug- 
gested that we withhold credit from 
BPrance because her finance was dis- 
ordered, but now she has started to 
put them in order. It is enlightened 
self-interest to help her within the 
limits of reasonable business tion. 
The moment is critical. It looks as 
though she would balance her internal 
budget and steady the franc without 
help. A little aid from us would make 
success certain. We certainly lose if 
she fails and further chaos results, 
and I suspect the promissory note we 
hold is a better asset if we help her 
to success. 

“The best way to prove we are not 
Shylocks is to remove the price which 
has been set upon our friendly help. 
We will gain in the end, if we recon- 
sider a policy which, while sound 
when adopted, is unfortunate in the 
light of present conditions. Mr. Mel- 
lon agrees that ‘money which puts a 
nation on its feet through the stabiliza- 
tion of its currency * * * stimulates 
world trade as a whole,’ and, I infer, 
serves a useful purpose. It is such a 
purpose a loan to France would serve 
right now. Of course a loan has not 
been asked. Our policy slammed that

Criticizes Move ‘tor Private inal 
Municipal Cooperation In the 
Erection of Model Homes. 


ator and philanthropist, expressed im- 
patience yesterday at. what he termed 
the “unwise policy of inaction and im- 
potence’’ of the State and the city to- 
ward housing relief in the tenement 
districts. 7 

Mr. Heckscher gies: criticized the re- 
cent proposal of Saul Singer, a banker, 
for private and municipal cooperation 
in the erection of model tenements, the 
city condemning, buying and leasing 
the land at 4 per cent. for forty-two 
years to private builders, who should 
also be provided with loans at 5 per 
cent,.and tax exemption during the 
period of the term of the lease pro- 
vided he rented the apartments built 
under these conditions, plus 2 per cent. 
for the amortization of the cost of both 
the land and the buildings, at $12 a 
month a room. Mr. Singer estimated 
that a builder who invested $300 a room 
in such an enterprise in these circum- 
stances would make $48. 50 annually on 
each room. 
“Mr. Singer seéks to secure for the 
builder and inordinate profit in the. 
undertaking,”’ said Mr. Heckscher. He 
suggests that he contribute $300 a room 
and on that basis he be paid $48.50 
annually as rent. That figures more 
than 16 per cent. to the builder and 
works out in this wise: 
“For the first ten years of the lease 
the builder obtains 8 per cent. on his 
money throughout and he amortizes 
his $300 in the same number of years, 
so that it is wholly repaid. If, then, 
his lease continues for another thirty- 
two years he will during that entire 
period be drawing $48.50 per room with- 
out any investment whatsoever. The 
suggestion is fantastic. —. 
“In this emergency a few of the 
reasons why State and city must act 
and private enterprise cannot are the 
following : 
“Private enterprise cannot replace, 
widen and relocate city streets and 
public utilities. 
**Private enterprise does not concern 
itself with playgrounds, parks or pub- 
lic squares. 
“The money which private enter- 
prise needs and must raise’ is too 
costly to give the poorer classes the 
housing relief to which they are en- 
titled. 
“Private enterprise ‘will be always 
dilatory, always timid, always look- 
ine for proffit, and often for inordinate 
pro. 
“On the other hand State and city 
can bring relief profitably for the 
people at large, at much lower cost 
and in far less time.”’ 
Mr. Heckscher said homes were more 
important than subways, that if nec- 
essary the city should wait three 
years for legislation to permit it to 
build homes with city funds and that 
thoughts on housing should not centre 
only on walk-up tenements, 
“State and city are rapidly assuming 
an unwise policy of inaction and im- 
potence,”’ he continued. 
Not so long ago I was asked to help 
the State in the purchase of a park at 
a time when the entire park system 
on Long Island for the State was fac- 
ing breakdown and ridicule. 
“Now I am asked to build a modél 
block of tenements, whatever that may 
mean—an all but futile gesture. It will 
not correct our narrow streets, our 
sunless areas, our filth and sloth. 
“Tt am also asked to rehabilitate Cen- 
tral Park. Shall it be said that our 
great State and our imperial city must 
shield themselves behind the ineffec- 
tual trousers of a private citizen—a 
rather ancient and feeble individual.’’ 
The State Board of Housing met yes- 
terday in executive session at the Flat- 
iron Building to discuss methods of 
putting the State Housing act into 
operation, but no announcements were 
made at adjournment. The meeting
